He had been dead for hours, und the
vaet vacant loft was 1illed with cs-
caping gas from n broken pipe Just
above hlg hoad, There Were no marky
of violence, :

Nathanson  falled to  return laal
night, and when morning came -~ his
wite reported hiy abfence to Lhe poliea,
A Hearch was Instituted thls morning,
Mra, Nathanson called ‘up: her his.
band’s partner, Isaac Gold, and he. hlas
wife and Mrs. Nathanson went down
to tha factory. Gold, the only person
except Nathanson who had a key to
the loft, opened the door. A rush of
gas mot him, but before he hid time
to close the door again, Mrs. Nathan-
gon gaw Der husband dead in  Lhe
chair, She shricked end fell In 2
falnt ncross the threshold.

Minute examination showed that the
body had heen. thrice wound with half-
inch rope under the arms and bound
to the back of the chalr. Both legs
were fastened to the legs of the cbair.
The right arm was free, bul the left
was bound with two  twists, and ro
firmly knotted to an arm of.the chalr
that the coroner sald he could not
believe that a man with only one free
hand could have tled the knots. The
hands and rope were both red with &
substance not blood. The chalr had
been backed up agalnst a plllar, and
thn lgose ends of the knot that bound
the hody to the frame had been knotted
agaln behind the pillar. Thits the
body wis bound to the chale and the
chalr bound to tho piliar.

Papers In Confusioop.

On the floor were A& few loose coina.
There was no mogey in the pockets,
which' had been turned Inzide cuts and
Nathanson's key to the lock was also
miselng. His desk, which adjeined his
pariner's was opened and litlered svith
torn and erumpled papers in tho wild-
o5t confuslon, On & samnple table was
n woman's fur-lined kid glove, torn
and partly turned inside out:? The
safe was locked. Near It lay Nathan-
gon's hat, end above it tha ges lamp
had been broken, :

Nathanson, so far as known, had no
reason to commit suicide, He was
forty-nine years old and in the best
of health and spirits. IHis business was
golvent, he had ample outslde resources,
and he lived happily with his wife and
daughter. Two sons, Benjamin and
JTohn, are in business at Fayetteville,
Tenn.
